School set to be 
given racing land 


HORSERACING land in New¬ 
market’s Vicarage Road could be 
converted into a sports pitch for a 
growing primary school. 

Forest Heath councillors will decide 
on Tuesday whether to endorse the 
extension of an invitation to Suffolk 
County Council to apply for permission 
to transfer a piece of Palace House 
stables land next to All Saints’ Primary 
School to education use. 

The land was intended for use in the 
multi-million pound Home of 
Horseracing project which will 
redevelop Palace House and the stables 
to host the National Horseracing 
Museum, a gallery, an education centre

and a yard to retrain retired racehorses, 
but a report to councillors said the land 
is of “no benefit” to the project. 

Newmarket’s planning policy prevents 
horseracing land from being used for 
other purposes to protect the industry 
and the report said the issue of how the 
transfer would affect these rules must be 
resolved before the principle of the 
change of use could be sanctioned. 

The report said: “There would be a 
reputational and procedural risk to the 
authority in going against its own 
adopted and long-established 
horseracing policies. 

“However, counsel advice suggests 
these risks to be minimal given that the 
combination of circumstances here is so 
unusual that it can be regarded as 
unique and would not in any material 
way impede the council in resisting 
future speculative proposals to reuse 
horseracing land elsewhere in the town.” 


The issue of ensuring full access to the 
Palace House Stables and paddocks site 
from Vicarage Road must also be 
resolved. 

Plans for access to the site put forward 
by the county council are supported by 
the Home of Horseracing Trust, bar 
some small adjustments. 

The land in question could be in use 
by All Saints’ early in the next school 
year when the primary school will get its 
first Year 6 students as part of the School 
Organisation Review (SOR), which will 
see Suffolk lose its tier of middle schools. 

Jane Eccleston, headteacher at All 
Saints’, said: “We are obviously very keen 
to have some additional land since the 
SOR. We are glad that it’s coming up at 
the committee and we look forward to it 
moving forward.” 

Chris Garibaldi, director of the 
National Horseracing Museum, said: 
“We have always been very happy for it 
to be given to the school. It neatens up 
the position of the land and it’s outside 
what we require.” 



New take-up 
of spaces 
may save 
car parks 

MORE people have paid for spaces in 
Newmarket’s smallest car parks - but the 
future of some is still uncertain. 

Forest Heath District Council’s 
community services committee referred 
four of the authority’s seven pocket car 
parks in Newmarket to its asset 
management group for a review because 
of the low take-up of spaces. 

But more people have signed up for 
one of the £250 spaces and 41 out of the 
total 67 are now occupied - two more 
than the council needs to meet the 
income level it budgeted for. 

However the five-space All Saints 
(Snooker) car park is still empty and a 
report to be discussed by members of the 
committee on Tuesday said the pocket 
car park could be put to different use. 

It said: “A clear opportunity for 
rationalisation exists at All Saints 
(Snooker) pocket car park, where no 
spaces are currently occupied. 
Rationalisation could take the form of 
bringing the spaces back into mainstream 
car park use, including the possibility of 
increasing the number of disabled 
spaces.” 

Usage of each of the pocket car parks 
has been surveyed and two whose take 
up had been poor now look set to be kept 
by the council. 

The report said: “The survey also 
focused on Friendship House and All 
Saints pocket car parks, as at the time 
usage levels were low. However, the 
recent upswing of interest in spaces may 
make it beneficial to retain these 
locations.” 

The report recommends councillors 
should ask for an update on the take-up 
of spaces which they would discuss in 
June and which could help them make 
decisions on disposing of or keeping the 
car parks and help them price the spaces. 

If needed, a review of the pricing 
structure will be carried out in the late 
spring and early summer once the effect 
of better marketing of the spaces is 
known.

The event prompted by 
the death last year of the 
7-week-old son, Brandon 
Farrant, of her former 
colleague, Clare, was held 
to raise funds for the 
Foundation for the Study 
of Infant Deaths (FSID). 

Mrs Scotland-Wigg, 34, 
said: “To be honest, I 
didn’t really do anything - 
yes, I did a few months’ 
hard work to arrange a 
day to make a lot of 
money and people aware 
of cot death but to me it’s 
nothing that extra¬ 
ordinary that I should be 
able to be doing this. But 
at the same time, wow, 
I’m really honoured.” 

Louise Barnes, 29, from 
Sewards End near Saffron 
Walden, another New¬ 
market torchbearer, 
fought off cancer four 
times in two years during 
her teens, losing half of 
one lung and a third of 
her second as well as 
having a titanium 
prosthesis in her arm. 

The radiotherapy 
student at Ipswich 
University raises money 
for the Saffron Walden 
Teenage Cancer Trust 
(TCT) and the team has 
raised £160,000 in the last 
three years for the newly- 
opened TCT ward at 
Addenbrooke’s. 

Andrew McGowan, 
from Cambridge, who has 
looked after his disabled 
parents since he was 6 
and last year graduated 
from Cambridge 

University with a degree 
in law, is also part of the 
Newmarket line-up. 

The 23-year-old 

apprenticeship manager 
at McDonald’s was 
elected as access officer 
for the Cambridge 
University Students’ 
Union for 2010/11 and is 
an advocate for young 
carers and their families. 

Chris Ramsdale, 45, and 
Steve Walton, 56, both 
from Cambridge, will also 
be carrying the torch 
during its visit to 
Newmarket. 

Cllr Bill Sadler of Suffolk 
County Council is upset 
that more people from the 
Newmarket area are not 
carrying the torch 
through town. 

He said: “What’s the 
point of it - it’s staying in 
Cambridge overnight, 
why do they need people 


from Cambridge carrying 
it? I don’t know why it has 
been done or why 
Newmarket has been so 
overlooked but I’m 
exceedingly 
disappointed that 
there are not more 
people from Newmarket 
or the villages.” 

Cllr Chris Barker, 
member champion for 
economic regeneration 
at Forest Heath District 
Council, said: “The 
Olympic Torch relay 
travelling through 
Newmarket is a 
fantastic occasion, 
bringing people into 
the town to enjoy a 
once-in-a-lifetime 
experience. We are 
delighted to be able to 
bring the spirit of the 
Olympics to life in our 
district. 

“Everyone should 
come along and line the 
streets to witness the 
rare spectacle of the 
relay. 

“Businesses will have a 
terrific opportunity to 
show the great things 
Newmarket has to offer.

Dr Paul Watson, chief 
executive of NHS Suffolk, and 
Dr David Lee, regional medical 
director of Harmoni, which is 
contracted to run the county’s 
out-of-hours doctor’s service, 
will be speaking at a meeting of 
Newmarket Town Council on 
Monday. 

Members of the public will 
have the chance to speak at the 
start of the meeting, which is 
taking place at the Memorial 
Hall from 7pm. 

The out-of-hours primary 
care base at Newmarket 
Hospital was closed in early 


February and those who need a 
doctor’s appointment outside 
office hours now need to travel 
to Bury St Edmunds or 
Mildenhall after phoning the 
out-of-hours number as before. 

Residents signed petitions 
against the move and 
Newmarket Town Council and 
Matthew Hancock’s MP are also 
opposing it.

HUNDREDS of people have 
signed a petition to save a 
footpath over a level crossing in 
Newmarket.

add 20 minutes onto her walk into 
town. We are trying to encourage 
people to walk, not use their vehicles, 
it seems unfortunate Network Rail are 
not helping the situation.” 


He said there were no safety issues 
to do with the crossing and said those 
living near it could recognise when a 
train was coming. 

He added: “I think the fact the 
community are having their say and 
getting involved is great.” 

Janice Gaynor, in her early 50s, of 
Willow Crescent, Newmarket, said the 
closure would take her twice-daily 
journey with her grandchildren Jake 
Mold, 6, and Rosie Meekings, 3, to All 
Saints Primary School from a 10- 
minute walk to a half-an-hour trip. 

She said: “Everybody here is upset - 
that’s putting it mildly.” 

She said virtually all those who use 
the crossing know the times the trains 
pass by. She said: “There are two trains 
an hour. The station is how many 
yards that way, so when they are 
coming one way they are slowing 
down and the other they are only just 
starting up.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst of Newmarket 


Town Council said: “What it has 
proved is not only are people opposed 
to its closure but it is used throughout 
the day.” 

The council has asked Network Rail 
to consider introducing more safety 
measures instead of closing the 
crossing. 

A spokeswoman for Network Rail 
said: “Level crossings remain the 
single biggest risk to the safe running 
of the railway. Part of the way in which 
we can manage and eliminate this risk 
is through the closure of a crossing. 
We investigate the possibility of 
closure at all of our crossings, 
particularly, those where no public 
right of way exists. Our understanding 
is that there is no public right of way 
across the railway at this location. 

“We appreciate people’s concerns 
over access over the railway and have 
been in touch with Newmarket Town 
Council and Forest Heath Council to 
discuss this issue.” 


Ancient oak trees set to get halos 
courtesy of Boy Scouts of America 


LITTLE angels will be giving halos to a host 
of ancient oak trees in Beck Row. 

Members of the Boy Scouts of America will 
be the latest group of volunteers to give up 
their time for some of the roughly 200 
veteran oak trees at the Aspal Close nature 
reserve, many of which could be J,000 years 
old. 

Hampton Ray, J4, from RAF Lakenheath, is 
organising the session on Saturday which 
will see the volunteers clear a halo of space 
around 20 of the trees of vegetation to stop 
them fighting other plants for nutrients, 
water and light. 

Hampton, who is staging the session with 
Matt Vernon, countryside officer at Forest 
Heath District Council, which owns and 
manages the 50-acre reserve, said: “We feel 
very fortunate to team up with the council to 
carry out a vital phase of the plan to preserve 
these magnificent trees. 

“Rarely does an opportunity to serve in the 
community come along where the effects of 


the service may be felt into the next century. 
What’s more, as volunteers, we feel a great 
sense of satisfaction through being united by 
a good cause.” 

He is organising the work as his Eagle 
Project to earn him the status of an Eagle 
Scout. The accolade requires Scouts to 
arrange and head up an initiative that shows 
dedication to duty and leadership. 

A survey commissioned by Forest Heath 
details the management works needed by 
each of the specimens over the next half a 
century. 

The haloing is the latest phase of the work 
which began in December to preserve the 
trees’ lives. 

Work on the roots of some of the most 
vulnerable trees kicked off the initiative and 
volunteers from groups including the 
Friends of Aspal Close Group and the 
Norfolk and Suffolk Probation Trust have 
already rolled up their sleeves.

REVIEW: NOMADS, Kings Theatre, 
Newmarket: An Inspector Calls 
March 19-25 _ 

AN Inspector Calls is considered to be one 
of JB Priestley’s most popular works for the 
stage and a classic of mid 20th century 
drama, which has enjoyed somewhat of a 
revival over the past 20 years. Directed by 
Sandra King, An Inspector Calls is being 
staged this week at The Kings Theatre in 
Newmarket. 

The scene takes place over the space of 
a single night in the year 1912. To set the 
scene, The Titanic is about to set sail, 
England for the wealthy is enjoying boom, 
and the comfortable Birling family live in a 
stylish home in Brumley, “an industrial city 
in the north Midlands”. One evening they 
are visited by a man calling himself 
Inspector Goole, who questions the family 
about the suicide of a young working-class 
woman, Eva Smith (also known as Daisy 
Renton). As the interrogations develop, it 
appears that they have all been responsible 
in one way or another for the circumstances 
leading up to the death of this young girl. 
That’s not the end of it by any means and 
this is an intriguing storyline, a personal 
favourite, and having seen it many times, 
there is always something in the plot which 
didn’t occur to me before. It is a whodunit 
with a difference, or in fact is it a whodunit? 
We experience the social climate of the 
times and the gaping rift between rich and 
poor, and with this, the genius of Priestley 
and his skilful use of atmosphere to bring 
about a brilliant ‘sting in the tail’ in the final 
few seconds. 

The cast has been sensitively chosen 
with David Worthington, as Arthur Birling, 
the head of the household, ex-Lord Mayor, 
factory owner and utter chauvinist, who has 
complete indifference towards his 
employees and the lower classes. His wife, 
Sybil is played by Alison Worthington - a 
typical womens’ committee member type, 
who ‘does her bit’ for the lower classes, 
though it matters very little really, apart from 
the outward show. Their daughter, Sheila, is 
delicate and charmingly naive, matched 
excellently by Liam Corbett as her fiance 
Gerald Croft. I always think it’s a shame that 
Priestley doesn’t make more of the maid, 
Edna, played by Sarah Willsher, or perhaps 
it is me just wanting to make the plot even 
more complicated. Eric Birling takes the role 
of the drunken son, whos secrets are 
revealed as the play develops. 

In Terry Smith as the eponymous 
inspector we have the epitome of the 
character, Inspector Goole, as we would 
imagine him to be. Unassuming and yet 
relentless, he is like a dog with a bone, or 
more so, like a terrier snapping at the heels 
of every member of the household, drawing 
out every emotion. 

It has been too long since the last trip to 
see this drama, but just enough time to have 
forgotten the brilliant denouement, and the 
audience certainly experienced that hair- 
raising moment. A brilliant production which 
shouldn’t be missed.

Council 
agrees to 
bring in

Aircraft fan Jack 
wins pilot’s wings

A YOUNG aviation fan with a 
rare auto-immune disorder has 
piloted a programme hosted by 
RAF Lakenheath. 

lack Driver, 10, who was diagnosed 
with aplastic anemia three years ago, 
believed he was just going for another 
doctor’s appointment at Addenbrooke’s 
last Wednesday - but his parents, Helen 
and lames, took him to the American 
airbase instead. 

When they arrived, they met Captain 
lason Bianchi, a 493rd fighter squadron 
pilot who spearheaded the move to 
bring to RAF Lakenheath the Pilot For A 
Day scheme, which gives local 
youngsters battling life-threatening 
health problems a great day out. 

Capt Bianchi, a cancer survivor, said: 
“It’s a unique program that inspires 
them. 

“It really drives their mind away from 
doctors, hospitals, treatments and lets 
them just be a kid again. Where a lot of 
kids without serious illnesses can go off 
and play ball, kids with serious illnesses 
are restricted in lots of ways.” 

lack was presented with a tailor-made 
flight suit at the start of his visit which 
he slipped on, complete with custom- 
made patches embroidered with his 
name - but as the day drew to a close, he 
was presented with his own set of pilot 
wings. 

Capt Bianchi said: “He’s a walking 


encyclopaedia of aircraft knowledge - 
it’s impressive. 

“When I say he was the perfect little 
boy for the start of the Pilot For A Day 
programme, I mean it.” 

lack had a go in the base’s simulator 
where he was able to take off and land, 
as well as shoot down 10 enemy aircraft 
- all before lunchtime. 

Capt Bianchi said he had never seen 
an untrained person get more than one, 
adding lack was a “natural”. 

Among other treats, the Ipswich 


youngster visited the control tower and 
spoke to pilots preparing for take-off 
over the radio, before heading for the 
radar approach control room where he 
could track the planes he had just seen 
on the ground. 

Everything that needed paying for 
during the day, from the suit to the food 
provided for jack and his family, had 
been funded by the Liam Fairhurst 
Foundation, set up in memory of the 
inspirational cancer fundraiser from 
Soham who died aged 14 in 2009.

to prevent any pipes freezing and bursting - 
but it did not kick in. 

Repairing the damage is expected to cost 
just over £600. 

Kay Dawson, events manager at Newmarket 
Town Council, said an investigation was taking 
place to determine why the device failed. 

She said: “It was when we had that really 


cold Friday, I think it was -14C everywhere. We 
came in on Monday and we just realised we 
had a leak. It was basically in the cleaning 
cupboard area - it is not a major area that was 
affected.” 

The building’s heating arrangements meant 
only a small amount of water spilled out, 
affecting part of the ceiling and the light in the 
cupboard area and the facility was able to 
continue operating normally. 

An engineer was due to visit the pavilion last 


week to repair the damage and determine 
whether the device was faulty or had been 
turned off by accident when the heating timer 
had been reset. 

If the gadget itself was not at fault, the cost 
of the repairs will have to be met by the town 
council through an insurance claim. 

Speaking at a meeting of Newmarket Town 
Council’s leisure services committee last week, 
Cllr Joy Uney said: “It’s a very unfortunate 
occurrence.”

A BOOK overflowing with prayers, 
poems and even the odd cross 
stitch is being passed between 
the branches of the Mothers’

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F or Claire 
Daniels, 
Mother's Day 
was nothing short of 
a miracle. She didn't 
need flowers or 
chocolates to make 
it a day to remember 
- she had already 
got the best present 
she could wish for in 
the form of her four- 
month-old son. 

“Here he is, this is 
Jackson James,” beams 
Claire, cradling a 
gorgeous little boy 
sporting trendy jeans, 
stripy socks and a 
natural Mohican. 

And when you hear 
how Jackson came to be 
in his mum’s arms, you 
can’t help thinking that, 
if anyone deserves some 
good fortune, it's this 
pretty 23-year-old. 

It started with a cough, 
then a pain in her throat, 
followed by the 
discovery of a lump 
which made her neck 
swell until it was as wide 
as her face. 

Claire was just 19 
when she was diagnosed 
with Hodgkin’s 
lymphoma - an 
aggressive cancer of the 
white blood cells - while 
in her second year 
studying biology at 
Warwick University, in 
2006. 

Doctors told the 
devastated student that, 
although it was treatable,

she might not survive. 
And if she did, there was 
a 99.9 per cent chance 
the treatment would 
make her unable to 
conceive naturally. 

Undeterred, Claire 
endured eight gruelling 
months of 
chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy before 
undergoing a 
groundbreaking stem 
cell transplant in April, 
2007. 

That October, a year 
later than planned, 

Claire returned to 
university and graduated 
with a 2:1 honours 
degree in biological 
sciences. 

She felt triumphant - 
especially as, a month 
after her diagnosis, a 
certain Stephen Lambert 
had arrived in her life. 

In April last year the 
couple, who had moved 
to Cambridge in 2010 to 
take up new jobs, got 
engaged. But at the back 
of her mind, Claire felt a 
deep sadness that she 
would never have 
children naturally. And 
then... 

“A month after he 
proposed to me, I 
realised I was pregnant,” 
says Claire, hugging 
Jackson closer. “I can’t 
tell you the absolute 
state of shock I was in. 
Suddenly, I had beaten 


the cancer they told me I 
wouldn’t beat, and was 
having the baby I wasn’t 
supposed to be able to 
have.” 

When we last spoke to 
Claire in September, she 
said she felt like “the 
luckiest girl in the 
world”. 

But, as it turned out, it 
was far from the end of 
the story. First-time 
mums never know what 
to expect, so when Claire 
started experiencing 
shortness of breath last 
autumn, she brushed 
them aside. But the 
symptoms gradually got 
worse. 

“It got to the point 
where I couldn’t walk up 
stairs, but I assumed it 
was just my pregnancy,” 
she recalls. 

“When I started to 
have to take lifts, work 
signed me off 
immediately and I went 
to the doctor. 

“I sat there during the 
scan and expected them 
to say ‘yup, everything is 
fine, see you when you 
give birth’. Instead they 
went a bit quiet. 

“They said I had a 
resting heartbeat of 120 
beats per minute. It was 
like I was running a 
marathon - except I was 
lying down.” 

Claire’s fight against 
cancer had left her body 
so weak she was in 
minor heart failure, and 
her chest was flooding 
with excessive fluid that 
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would choke her if she 
lay down to sleep. 

She was, she admits, 
furious. 

“I was unbelievably 
angry. When I got 
pregnant I felt like I had 
said ‘Ha -1 won!’ to the 
cancer. Now it felt all too 
like it was saying back, 
‘no you haven’t’. 

“I didn’t want it to ruin 
my dream of being a 
mum.” 

So on Tuesday, 
November 1, Claire 
checked into the Rosie at 
Addenbrooke’s. Four 
days later, at just 35 
weeks, she was induced 
and went into a 
marathon 54-hour 
labour. 


Amazing: Claire and Stephen 
was expecting last year. 

“It was an ordeal,” she 
shrugs matter-of-factly of 
what was clearly a very 
traumatic birth. 

“It was very technical. I 
was checked constantly 
24 hours a day. 

“It was long, very long 
-1 watched the whole 
series of Downton 
Abbey,” she adds with a 
mischievous grin. 
“Because the fluid was so 
bad, I couldn’t speak by 

to think I don’t 
do things by half...” 
Weighing 51b 
12oz, Jackson 
James eventually 
arrived on 
Sunday, 
November 6. 
Now, in the 
family’s cosy 
living room 
in 

Cambridge, 
the woman 
who never 
thought she 
would be a 
mummy 
swings her 
son around 
and blows 
raspberries, 
waiting for a 
besotted daddy to 
get home from work. 

And in seven weeks’ 
time the pair will walk 
down the aisle in her 
home town of 
Manchester. 

“I’ve got the dress, it’s 


with Jackson and left, when she 


all planned, although 
something tells me I 
won’t be the star of the 
show,” she smiles, 
casting an adoring look 
at her son. 

And the final hurdle is 
just round the corner: in 
August, Claire will attend 
the last medical 
appointment in the five- 
year waiting game to 
confirm she has beaten 
her cancer. 

With that in mind, and 
so much to be thankful 
for, the Cancer Research 
UK employee - who 
sounded the horn to start 
last year's Cambridge 
Race For Life - will once 
again be joining 
thousands of other 
runners at the charity 
fundraiser on July 1. 

She’ll be accompanied by 
her mum and 
grandmother - but 
minus a certain small 
person. 

“This time you might 
have to watch with 
daddy,” she mumbles 
into Jackson’s hair. “Girls 
only.” 

“After the cancer I 
didn’t think I would get a 
Mother’s Day,” says 
Claire. 

“It feels so amazing to 
be a mum. I know that if I 
couldn’t conceive I would 
have found a way to be 
happy. But Jackson is a 
miracle - we tell him so 
every day.”

A FIREFIGHTERS’ charity 
car wash has been post¬ 
poned - because of an 
impending hosepipe ban. 

Newmarket Fire Station was set 
to host a car wash on Saturday to 
raise funds for the Fire Fighters 
Charity, which helps serving and 
retired firefighters, support staff 
and their families. 

But just days before the event 
was scheduled to take place, it 
was put on hold. 

An email sent last week by Phil 
Embury, assistant chief fire 
officer at Suffolk Fire and Rescue 
Service, is understood to have 
said it would not be appropriate 
to continue with the car-wash

events while Suffolk households 
are seeing the amount of water 
they are allowed to use cut back. 

The hosepipe ban for hundreds 
of thousands of Anglian Water 
customers is set to come into 
force on Thursday, April 5. 

Car washes, filling paddling 
pools and running sprinklers are 
among the activities which will 
be prohibited domestically 
under the hosepipe ban and 
breaches of the rules could be 
punished with a fine of up to 
£ 1 , 000 . 

But activities such as car 


washing and watering gardens 
will still be allowed provided a 
hosepipe is not used. 

John Clare from Anglian Water 
said Suffolk Fire and Rescue 
Service would be adhering to the 
spirit of the ban if buckets and 
sponges, for example, were used 
to clean vehicles. 

He said: “Although the ban has 
yet to come into force, we 
appreciate the fire service is 
trying to do the right thing by 
observing the spirit of the ban in 
advance. 

“However, if they were able to 
run their charity event using an 
alternative to hosepipes, such as 
buckets and sponges, they would 
still be within that spirit.”

I N 2001, Brett 

Goldstein’s father left 
his wife, sold his 
bookshop and bought a 
strip club in Marbella. 

It was the world’s greatest 
mid-life crisis . . . and Brett was 
taken along for the ride. Now an 
acclaimed actor and comedian - 
on top of 800 stand-up gigs, he’s 
starred in David Mamet’s 
Edmond and Speed the Plow, 
and will soon be seen as one of 
the leads in Noel Clarke’s new 
film, The Knot - Goldstein is 
relating his true-life adventures 
on his first national stand-up 
tour. 

Marvel at the backstage 
secrets. Laugh at the hilarious 
antics of the mafia. Cry at the 
utter destruction of a young 
man’s innocence. And clap 
politely at the end as you realise 
you’ve just sat through someone 
else’s therapy. 

Jennifer Shelton caught up 
with him to find out more. 

■ Your show is called Brett 
Goldstein Grew Up In A Strip 
Club. Did you actually grow up 
in a strip club? 

Well, yes. I suppose it depends 
on your definition of growing 
up. I mean, I’m sure I’m still a 
work in progress, but yes, the 
bulk of it was done in a strip 
club. I was a very naive, 
inexperienced young man when 
I arrived at the strip club. I knew 
nothing. After a year, I knew too 
much. 

■ How would you describe the 
show? 

It’s an hour long piece of 
storytelling stand-up. It is the 


big story from my life that I 
have held off telling for 10 
years. 

I had to let the dust settle and 
have some perspective on it, 
before it was safe enough for me 
to tell it honestly. 

After five years of telling 
jokes on the circuit, I thought it 
was time I started sharing 
something hopefully a bit more 


substantial and truthful. 

■ How would you describe 
your kind of humour? 

I have a joke in the show about 
the impossibility of describing 
your own humour. I guess mine 
is confessional, anecdotal, 
slightly neurotic, a little bit rude 
and hopefully surprising. 

If you used any one of these 
words I’d be happy really. 


Except anecdotal. If you just 
used ‘anecdotal’, it sounds a bit 
rubbish. The ‘anecdotal’ Brett 
Goldstein. I wouldn’t go see 
him. 

■ Are you looking forward to 
visiting Cambridge? 

I love Cambridge. I had to give 
a talk at the university once and 
it blew my mind. It really is a 
beautiful place. Insanely 
beautiful. Like a fairy tale. Or 
Hogwarts. And I’m used to 
gigging in Bedford, so it’s quite 
the treat. 

■ You were an actor and 
writer before you turned to 
stand-up. Why did you make 
the change? 

Stand-up was the thing I feared 
most. I thought I would try it 
once and not tell anyone. The 
first gig, through sheer 
adrenaline, went well, and I was 
hooked. The next 20 gigs were 
horrendous, but I had the first 
one to remember so I stuck with 
it. 

■ What’s the best thing about 
being a comedian? 

When you think something is 
really weird, and you are 
terrified to say it, and then 
you’re on stage and you think 
ah, ft 1 ** it, I’ll say it, and you 
say it and everyone really 
laughs. That is the best feeling. 

It makes you feel like maybe 
you’re not insane. It doesn’t 
always happen. Sometimes you 
say it and they don’t laugh, and 
you think, no, I really am going 
to die alone.

GARDENING 


Be waterwise this summer 


M ANY gardeners 
may be looking 
outside now and 
thinking ‘what drought?’ 

Saving water is something we 
all need to think about because 
summer will be upon us before 
we know it. 

We use 145 litres of water a 
day, yet we could harvest 
thousands of litres of rainwater 
from our household roof if we 
just took a little time to invest in 
a decent water butt and diverter 
or other container. 

Guy Barter, RHS chief 
horticultural adviser, says: 
“There is a lot gardeners can do 
that does not involve extra 
watering. 

“For example, spiking and 
feeding a lawn in spring will 
help it hold up in dry weather - 
then if it goes brown, it will 
recover even faster when rain 
returns. It’s also a good idea to 
plant hardy plants early to avoid 
the hot weather and let them get 
their roots into the surrounding 
soil to search out moisture. 

“When the warm weather 
arrives, keep any newly- 
purchased plants in pots under 
light shade until the weather 
turns cooler.” 

“Of course, gardeners in 
north England, Scotland, Wales 
and Northern Ireland at the 
moment don’t normally suffer

from bad droughts,” he added, 
“but by following our 
suggestions, they will not only 
be following good gardening 
practice but also will be 
preparing for the occasional 
very dry summers.” 

Soil cultivation is of key 
importance when protecting 
plants in drought conditions. If 
we dig in large amounts of 
compost, well-rotted manure or 
other organic matter now, it will 
not only improve the soil 
structure but will also aid water 
retention. 

The charity advises gardeners 
to plant plants when they are 
still small, so they can develop 
much greater resilience by 
adapting to their conditions 
from a young age. 

Planting as early as possible 
in spring could also be 
beneficial because the sooner 
roots can start exploring the soil 
for water before dry weather 
arrives, the better. 


Mulching after planting can 
help limit water loss from soil 
and promote a good root 
environment, which will help 
the retention of moisture while 
plants establish. 

All new plants should be 
thoroughly watered and kept 
watered in the first season in 
dry periods, to ensure they 
establish well, then they will 
become more drought-tolerant. 

In the last decade, more 
products which help retain 
water have become available, 
such as new and improved water 
butts (check out decorative 
water butts at www.rsa.nkey. 
co.uk), drip feeders and 
automatic irrigation kits, along 
with water-retaining gels and 
drought-busting biochar 
composts ( www.carbon 
gold.com ). 

Companies associated with 
substantial water use in the 
garden are recognising the need 
to save water. Hozelock, for 
instance, is working closely 
with Waterwise, an independent 
organisation focused on 
reducing water consumption in 
the UK, to develop gardening 
products that will help 
gardeners reduce the amount of 
water they use. It offers the 
following tips: 

■ If you use a sprinkler, water 
early in the morning or late in 
the evening when evaporation 


rates are at their lowest. 

■ Consider using sprinklers 
with area control options which 
can reduce wastage by ensuring 
that water is only applied where 
it is needed. 

■ Use drip irrigation systems 
which can use up to 90 per cent 
less water than a standard hose 
and gun. 

It’s also worth remembering 
that roof water is chemical-free 
and soft, containing less mineral 
salts and deposits than tap 
water, and so is ideal for crops 
and garden plants. 

Planting drought-tolerant 
plants, reducing our lawn size 
(as the lawn can use an awful lot 
of water to keep it looking good 
in summer) using peat-free 
compost and planting container 
plants in large pots (the more 
compost used, the longer it takes 
to dry out), will all help. 

The RHS also stresses the 
importance of choosing the 
right plant for a particular 
garden soil. 

If a plant is growing in the 
soil most suited to its needs, it 
will be more tolerant of varying 
climatic conditions. 

Take these precautions now 
and if hosepipe bans hit your 
area in the summer, you’ll still 
be able to enjoy the sunshine.

Used car values are rising 


THE latest sales data from 
leading vehicle auction 
company, British Car 
Auctions (BCA), shows that 
average used car values 
continue to rise, despite 
the continuing difficult 
economic conditions. 

The figures show that average 
used car values increased in 
February, climbing from £6,040 
to £6,244 - the third highest 
monthly average used car value 
on record at BCA. The £204 rise 
was equivalent to a 3.7 per cent 
improvement, month-on-month, 
while the average value is also 
ahead year on year, by £259 (4.3 
per cent). 

“There is a shortage of good 
quality used cars generally and 
this having a noticeable effect on 
the average price at our auction 
centres” explained Tim Naylor of 
BCA. “The down-turn in new car 
sales which took hold in 2008 
means there are fewer used cars 
coming back into the market.” 

“In addition, many businesses 
and company fleets are holding 
onto their cars for longer, 
undoubtedly because of 


economic pressures and this is 
also affecting supply.” 

According to Naylor, values 
stepped up last September and 
have remained at higher levels 
since then. “In the last six 
months, BCA has reported the 
three highest average monthly 
values on record,” he added. 

He continued: “However, 
buyers remain as choosy as they 
ever were, and used cars need to 
be in good condition to get the 
best price. With money tight for 
many motorists, there is a 
reluctance to purchase a vehicle 
in poor cosmetic condition or 
needing repair because they are 
concerned about the additional 
costs this represents.” 

Naylor concluded: “Used car 
buyers will always expect value 
for money, because buying a car 
represents one of the biggest 
purchase decisions many of us 
make.” 

Meanwhile analysis from 
Glass’s, the valuation expert, has 
revealed that the current 
generation of motorists has 
moved away from the mass- 
market sector with sales of 
’prestige’ car marques such as 
BMW, Mercedes and Audi now 


making up a quarter of all new 
car sales in the UK. 

This is compared to just 10 per 
centof sales 20 years ago, 
suggesting we are increasingly 
becoming a nation of badge 
snobs, happy to pay a premium 
to get the ‘right’ brand of car. 

However, it is not just the 
prestige sector which is capturing 
the imagination of a generation 
of motorists - the ’value’ sector 
has also made huge gains in 
recent years, with market share of 
budget brands such as Skoda and 
Hyundai increasing 400 per cent. 

This sector now makes up 10 
per cent of new car sales - 
compared to just 2 per cent 20 
years ago. 

Adrian Rushmore, Glass’s 
managing editor, explains: “Many 
consumers still have a perception 
that mass market cars aren’t built 
to last in the same way the 
prestige car marques are, despite 
the strides that all manufacturers 
have made in recent years. 

“Added to this, more affordable 
models from prestige brands 
have emerged in recent years 
with Mercedes offering the A- 
Class, Audi offering the A1 and 
BMW offering the 1 Series.”

NEWMARKET suffered last-minute heartbreak in the 
divisional final for the second time in three years. 

They took the lead after two minutes when Robbie 
Holland finished off a catch and drive in the corner, 
and with their scramble defence working well, they 
managed to withstand a heavy period of Maidstone 
pressure.

Caine sets 
his sights 
on return 
to GT class 

MICHAEL Caine will return to 
sports car racing this year when 
he competes for a full season in 
the Avon Tyres British GT 
Championship. 

The Newmarket driver will drive 
a Porsche 997 GT3R for the 
Motorbase Performance Team, 
as well as carrying out 
development work on the team’s 
2013 touring car. 

His involvement in the latter 
should mean that he will also 
take part in the second half of 
the British Touring Car 
Championship with a view to 
securing a full season in the 
competition next year. 

“It’s good to be taking part in the 
GT Championship,” he said. 

“It’s a good championship and 
I’ve competed in it before. The 
main thing is that I’ll be 
racing again.” 

Caine, aged 41, has plenty of 
experience in sports car racing 
and competed in the GT 
Championship between 2001 
and 2007. 

Having regularly raced in the 
Porsche Carrera Cup GB, he is 
no stranger to the machinery he 
will be getting to grips with over 
the coming months but the 997 
is definitely a bigger beast. 

“It’s like the Carrera Cup car on 
steroids,” he continued. 

“It’s big and wide, and it looks 
very good.” 

With 540bhp and a top speed of 
just under 200mph, Caine 
expects the car to be competitive 
and with Swiss co-driver Daniele 
Perfetti, he hopes to be 
competing for podium finishes. 
“My aim is to win races and 
hopefully the championship,” 
said Caine. 

The GT championship gets under 
way at Oulton Park on April 7 
with two races before heading to 
the Nurburgring on May 17. 

Caine had hoped to race a full 
season in the BTCC this year but 
if everything goes to plan with 
development for the 2013 car, 
that could be a real possibility 
next year. 

“That’s the plan,” he said. “If it 
all goes well then the idea is to 
get the funding in place for 
next year.” 

In addition to the two British 
championships, Caine will also 
be taking part in historic races at 
Silverstone, Spa and Pau. 
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
